Commodity Index Two Points 


Above Mark First of April 


WASHINGTON, July 8.—CUP) 


—Costs of food zigzagged upwards 
throughout the nation today as the 
effects of a searing sun on crops 
were translated into soaring price 
tags on grocers' shelves. 


The Bureau of Labor statistics 


was receiving reports on the direct 
connection between the ruination 
of wheat fields in the Dakotas and 
the cost of bread in urban centers 
far removed. These figures were 
being correlated as rapidly as pos- 
sible by the statisticians who keep 
an accurate account of the week- 
by-week cost of living in America. 


Commissioner Isador Lubin 
of 


the bureau issued his latest whole- 
sale price list for the week ending 
June 27, when the drought in the 
Great Plains barely was beginning 
to reach the disaster stage. 


This report showed that foods 


had reached a high of 81 on the 
wholesale commodity index, figur- 
ed with the year 1926 as 100. The 
81 mark compared with 79.1 on 
the first of April, indicating that 
the effects of the drought Jvere 
just beginning to be felt by house- 
holders. 


The same index showed foods at 


71.6 on July 
1, 19,15, 
when 
a 


similar drought was beginning to 
be felt, and at 70.9 on July 1, 1934, 
the year of the record-breaking 
beat wave. In lfl:M. the costs of 
food soared rapidly later in the 
summer.

LIQUOR CONTROL 
RULING CHANGED 


Miller May Establish Agencies 


in Larger Cities - 


Steel Unionists' Fight Leaders 


COLTJMBUS, July g._(UP) — 


The Ohio Liquor Control Board to- 
day had rescinded its previous ac- 
tion in which it directed James W. 
Miller, liquor director, not to estab- 
lish agencies in cities of 50,000 or 
over. 


The 
regulation, 
passed 
two 


weeks ago, which further directed 
Miller not to renew the contracts 
of state agents in such cities, was 
ignored by the director. The board 
took the rescinding action on 
learning that it did not have legal 
authority to order the direction in 
the matter. 


The McCluakey bill, firing the 


placing of state stores and agen- 
cies and which recently became 
law, 
expressly provided that the 


director 
might 
establish 
five 


stores or agencies for the 
first; 


40,000 of the county's population ' 
or part thereof. 


The board's agency restriction 


regulation was passed with a view 
to limiting the opening and opera- 
tion of agencies to rural areas and 
to force the department to open 
state 
stores in urban centers 


wherever there was a need for 
such a liquor outlet. 


State liquor agents are paid a 


salary based upon liquor sales, 
and in the larger towns, salaries 
have been sufficiently high to 
warrant the 
opening of state 


stores, it was disclosed.

ride the 42 cent tariff 
and sel 


their surplus in the United States 
at a profit 


Such a move, they pointed out, 


would cap an immediate ceiling on 
price gains. 


The Canadian crop might run as 


high as 400,000,000 bushels, it was 
•aid. Normal Canadian consump- 
tion is around 112,000,000. 


Crop experts, trying to forecast 


effect of the drought, said Cana- 
dian wheat was reaching its most 
critical stage, but that three or 
four weeks would be necessary be- 
fore yields would be known with 
any accuracy.

Carryover from last year may 


amount 
to 
about 
150,000,000 


bushels, but no more than average 
and hot enough to see the dountry 
over a shortage comfortably. 


These, combined with the fact 


that Canadian crop conditions are 
unsettled, resulted in a tremendous 
surge in prices. The gains at pres- 
ent, 
however, are no more than 


conditions warrant, buyers main- 
tain.

KIPLING AN AUTHOR TO 


KNOW. 


The death of Rudyard Kipling, 


in January, 1936, can hardly be 
said to have caused a revival of 
interest in his writings, because 
that interest is too continuous to 
need reveival. To know English 
literature is to know Kipling. Most 
of his books were published in the 
late nineties and earlier years of 
the twentieth century. It would 
be hard to say whether he was 
best known as a poet, a 
short 


story writer, a novelist, or as the 
teller of tales of the 
Jungle 
to 


wide-eyed children. 


As a poet, Kipling is probably 


the most quoted writer of recent 
years. "On the road to Mandalay"; 
"For Kast is East and West is 
West and never the twain shall 
meet"; "For the colonel's lady and 
Judy O'Grady are sisters under the 
skin"; "Take up the White Man's 
Burden"; "Lest we forget—least 
we forget"; and many others are 
hoard 
so 
frequently 
that 
they 


seem to have become part of the 
English vocabulary. Other poems 
including "Mothcr-o-mine", "Dan- 
nie Deever," "Gungha Din," and 
"On the road to Mandalay" have 


been set to music and are part of 
the repertoire of every singer.

DROUGHT NOT PERMANENT CHANGE 


WASHINGTON — This year's drought, 


which promises io be worse than 1934, has 
caused weather experts of the Agriculture 
Department to get out their charts and 
ponder whether the United States is in for 
a permanent weather change. 


Two years ago their chief, Henery Wall- 


ace, made a statement that the 1934 dro- 
ught was "such as we have never had in 
this country, and are not likely ever to 
have again." 


Henry was wrong, however, and the big 


question mark in some people's minds is 
whether successive droughts will gradually 
turn the Middle West into a Sahara. 


The experts who study the weather 


charts say No. There will be no permanent 
change of our climate. We are only passing 
through a dry cycle of our normal climate. 
Periods of recurring drought are not new. 
In the Bible story, Pharaoh dreamed of 
seven lean kine that ate up the fat kine, 
and Joseph 
interpreted the dream to 


mean recurring years of want and years 
of plenty. 


There have been five droughts of nat- 


ional importance in recent history: 1894, 
1901, 1930 and 1934. To compensate for 
recent droughts there probably will be ex- 
cessive moisture for some time to come.

The patient becomes resentful 


and accuses the physician of lack of 
knowledge or sympathy, and loses 
entire faith. 


On tlie other hand, through Isck 


of courage, to attempt to justify the 
sjniptoms on some highly speculative 
or unproved basis Is equally disas- 
trous, because from that time on the 
nervous patient has a logical alibi 
tor the symptoms, and derives great 
satisfaction 
In elaborating in ex- 


tremoly technical language just why 
the symptoms occur and persist. 


Safe, Logical Procedure 


A safe and logical procedure Is to 


explain first that, while no organic 
disease has been found, it Is recog- 
nized that the symptoms are real to 
the patient, but are brought about by 
an overdevelopment of the emotional 


centers *nd not by organic disease. 


Often the abnormal emotional Btato 


is produced by fear, anxiety, worry, 
or initialed by some trivial organic 
disease which has long since passed 
away. 


The problem Is not so simple as It 


may appear, and failures are com- 
mon. 
Every physician develops his 


individual 
technique 
of 
handling 


these problems, and it would help 
tremendously If all physicians \vcre 
tactful and sympathetic, yet stayed 
entirely within the bounds of strict 
fact and refused to be a party to an 
alibi. 


In many organic diseases the pa- 


tient may remain a passive spectator 
and the disease be completely eradi- 
cated. 
Not so with functional dis- 


eases. Her*, as In no other branch 
of healing, Is it so necessary for the 
patient to become an active player 
tn the game. 


There must be a desire to recover1 


normal control of one's own nerves.I 
Xher* must be a willingness to take 
all the bumps and bruises. This at- 
titude will first be manifested by a 
candid admission that the emotional 
centers are the cause of the trouble, 
and an active effort made to put on 
the brakes when necessary. 


Th« symptoms, severe though they 


may be, bust b« minimized and not 
magnified. 
Completely Ignore them1 


whenever possible. It Is easy to look: 
lightly upon many aches and palnn 
if w« are thoroughly convinced theyi 
will not do us permarnent flamage. By 
following1 this simple rule a great' 
Improvement Is Immediately ap: ar- 
ent, and the sufferer soon realize* 
that for the first time reason and not 
worry sits In the driver's seat. 


The road Is not smooth, and the 


suff«rer will be assailed with doubts 
and fears whenever a temporary 
looseness of/the brakes occus. Faith 
In one's onyi ability to do whatever 
others havi done and prove one's 
worth to society, will help a great 
deal In re-establishing confidence IP- 
one's own machinery.
